Greitens attacks media when asked 
about his use of secret texting app

Gov. Eric Greitens lashed out 
at the media on Monday over 
revelations that he and his staff 
use an app that erases text 
messages after they’ve been 
read. 

The Star reported last week 
that Greitens and most mem- 
bers of his government staff use 
Confide, an app that not only 
destroys a text message after it 
has been read but also prevents 
someone from saving, forward- 


ing, printing or taking a screen- 
shot of the text. 

Democrats decried the gover- 
nor’s use of the app and called 
on Missouri Attorney General 
Josh Hawley to investigate 
whether the governor’s office is 
illegally destroying public re- 
cords. 

When asked Monday at an 
event in St. Louis about his use 
of the app, Greitens did not 
dispute the facts of the story. 
Instead, he criticized the 
media. 

“This is another nothing 
story that’s come from a liberal 
media outlet that is just desper- 


ate for salacious headlines,” 
Greitens said, later adding: 
“The fact is, we know that 
sometimes media outlets like 
The Kansas City Star will be 
desperate to attack us at every 
turn, and one of the reasons 
why they are is that we’re here 
fighting for the people of Mis- 
souri.” 

Government transparency 
advocates worry the app could 
be used to undercut the state’s 
open records laws. 

Because Confide deletes 
texts automatically after 
they’ve been read, it is impos- 
sible to determine whether the 
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With the Confide app, messages 
can’t be saved, so it’s impossible 
to know whether Gov. Eric 
Greitens and his senior staff are 
using it to conduct state 
business out of the public eye.

Downtown Overland Park 
office, entertainment plan 
gains big endorsement

Conflicting visions for down- 
town Overland Park were on 
full display Monday, as the 
Overland Park Planning Com- 
mission considered a plan fora 
$48.5 million office /entertain- 
ment complex in the heart of 
the historic downtown market 
district. 

The Planning Commission 
unanimously endorsed the 
development plan for a five- 
story building with office space 


and restaurants, a two-story 
food court, outdoor plaza and a 
parking garage. The complex 
would be at the southwest cor- 
ner of 80th and Marty Streets.

Supporters argued it will
